PLANNING BOARD DECLARES 
WAR ON ILLEGAL SIGNS 


The Wilmington Planning Board 

Monday night told the Board 
of Selectmen that they intend 
to declare war on illegal 
signs, especially along Main 
Street. 

Citing one of the more prom- 
inent stores in Wilmington 
Square as an offender, and ma- 
ny other businesses along Main 
Street as offenders as well, 
Chairman William K, Irwin de- 
clared that ‘they should get 
a warning, and then we should 
slap on a few $20 fines, That 
would straighten them out!’ 
Daniel Gillis, another member 
of the Planning Board, who, ac- 
companied Irwin added ‘We have 
to either keep to the rules or 
get rid of them’, a statement 
to which the Selectmen agreed, 
and to which Chairman Nicholas 
De Felice added, ‘Anything you 
want the Selectmen to do -- we 
will do our part --’ 

Irwin told the Selectmen that 
a Sign can have only one 
square foot for each linear 
foot of property owned along 
the highway. In other words, 
Irwin explained, a business 
that has a frontage of say 60 
feet can have a sign that is 
no larger than 60 square feet. 

Oppose Sale 

The Planning Board also op- 
posed the sale of town owned 
property along Main Street to 
a local twsiness, The property 
in question, part of the Town 
Park, is a 5-acre tract be- 
tween Main Street and the Na- 
shua branch of the B&MRR. 

The Wilmington Ford Agency 
two weeks ago wrote a letter 
to the Selectmen asking if 
it would be possible to pur- 
chase the site in question. 
Chairman De Felice at first 
sounded as though he were op- 
posed to the ideas of the Plan 
ning Board, on this subject, 
but as the discussion contin- 
ued he withdrew any opposition 
that may have been forming in 
in his mind. 

Irwin and Gillis pointed out 
that there is a lot of proper- 
ty al 1g Main Street that is 
now zned for either Indus- 
trial or General Business, and

CHARLES E WILKINSON 
Funeral services were held 
for the late Charles E Wilkin- 
son in the Old South Methodist 
Church, in Reading at 2pm last 
Monday. The services were con- 
dicted by the Rev. William 
Gunter,. with Mrs_ Angus Mathie- 
son as organist. 
Mr. Wilkinson died in the 
Wol fboro New Hampshire hospi- 
tal on August 22nd., after a 
few days illness. He was 74 
years old at the time of his 
death. 
Representative Wilkinson was 
serving his third term in the 
Massachusetts Legislature, and 
had been-very active recently 
as a member of the Committee 
on Prisons. He represented 
the 18th Middlesex Distrfct, 
comprising the tows of Read- 
ing, North Reading and Wilming 
ton, and the City of Wobum. 
He was formerly a member of 
the Reading Welfare Board and 
a Selectman of Reading. 
A member of the William Sut- 
ton Lodge, A.F.& AM. of Sau- 
gus and the Reading Royal Arch 
Chapter of Masons Representa- 
tive Wilkinson was very active 
in church work, serving 4s 
charge lay leader and chair- 
man of the official board of 
the Old South Methodist Church 
He was also very active in 
Rotary, having been a member 
of the Reading club for some 
years, 
He is survived by his wife, 
Mrs Margaret (Ferguson) Wilk- 
inson; one son, John E Wilkin-

THE EXTRA SCHOOL ACCOMODATIONS COMMITTEE 

James B.° oore, member of the School Commi- 
tee has resigned from the Extra School Accomo- 
dations Committee, or at least he has tendered 
his resignation, which may or may not have been 
accepted by this time. 

r. Moore stated frankly that he does not 
have the time to put into the work of the com- 
mittee. His statement to the School Committee, 
a week ago last night, gives plenty of material 
for some thought on the part of our Town Fa- 
thers. 

The Extra School Accomodations Committee is 
not only responsible for locating’ sites suita- 
ble for schools, but for finding out if those 
sites are suitable in all ways.’ One of the 
results, that Mr Moore has found to be particu- 
larly timestaking, is that the members have to 
search titles and records, to find out who owns 
what land, in order that they can get permis- 
sion to make test borings. 

It would seem that this is a pretty big or- 
der at times. It would seem that we are per- 
haps asking a little too much of the members of 
this committee. 

Mr. Moore suggested that a part-time employ- 
ee should be hired to do much of the "leg-work* 
of the committee, a suggestion which found a- 
greement with the School Committee members. 

But Mr. Moore could find no School Committee 
member who wanted to take his place on the Ex- 
tra School Accomodations Committee. 

If the hiring of a person to do the legwork 
is the best answer neither we nor anyone else 
can say at this moment, but there is no doubt 
that there should be a change. 

If there is no change there is liable to be 
no more committee, and for Wilmington in this 
time of growth that could be disastrous.

VACCINES AND EPIDEMICS 

Nod ete con has had a good year, 
ion to Polio. So far as we know there have been 
absolutely no cases, for which we probably can 
thank the Salk Vaccine. 

But good fortune should not cause us to re- 
lax our vigilance. 

Many of our people have had only the first 
two injections of the vaccine, and should have 
their third injection. We believe the time is 
now due, for a great majority of these people. 

It is the third injection, we are told, that 
provides, the greatest amount of protectia. 
Now that polio is becoming a thing of the 
past we are having a new epidemic look over the 
horizon - Asiatic Flu. The first Massachusetts 
case was reported last week. * 
Our local physicians advise that they can 
get the vaccine for this new disease, but that 
it is in short supply. They can order to their 
needs, but no more. 

(The vaccine, incidentally, is prepared in 
chicken eggs, and the US Public Health Service 
advises that people who are allergic to eggs 
should use caution in receiving this vaccine). 
The availability of the new vaccine will de- 
pend entirely on the request of the individuals 
who desire it. If you plan to have the pro- 
tection this vaccine offers you must let your 
physician know, in order that he can order it. 
See your physician now, or call him on the 
telephone, and place your order. Next October 
may be too late. 


TOWN HALL HOURS 

During the past several years we have had 
two schedules at the Town Hall, one for winter 
time, and one for summer. 

There was a good reason for this, at least 
as far as the summer was concerned - the summer 
heat, which towards the end of the afternoon 
made the Town Hall a very por place to work. 

The winter hours, in the Town Hall are from 
9 am to 5pm. The summer hours are from 8 am to 
4 pm. 

But now the Town Hall is equipped with air- 
conditioning. The temperatures during the past 
months have been very comfortable. 

There is no need of special hours to avoid 
the summer heat. 

Without a doubt there was confusion on the 
Part of citizens and others because of the 
changes in hours. The time has come to remove 
the cause of that conftsion. 

Let us have the same hours, summer and win- 
ter; 8 am to 4pm, or 9 am to 5 pm, it doesn't 
matter. It could even be from 8:30 am to 4:30 
pm, - just so that it is the same the whole 
year round.

He left no doubt in the Se- 
lectmen’s minds as to his op- 
position but as the result of 
questions by Mr De Felice he 
added that the Planning Board 
would of course be willing to 
talk over the problem with the 
would-be purchaser, and that 
it could change its mind in 
the future, if a particularly 
desirable industry should 
want that particular piece of 
land.
